his Own end, he took a fatal dose of a drug 
supposed to be morphine, and at 10 o’clock 
Sunday night his daughter found him uncon- 
scious and dying. His son and wife, several 
neighbors, and a physician labored with him 
until midnight, when he passed away. A 
note was found in the pocket of his trousers 
addressed to the Coroner... The note was, in- 
coherent and interlined, but written in a flrin 
hand, and that he acted with great delibera- 
tion is shown by its contents, which are as 
follows: 

Sunpay Nieut, Oct. 7, 1894.—Coroner: My 
family are all that’s good and kind. They know 
nothing of my distractions. Do not blame them 
—few only know. You need not look, for you 
cannot find. Purely financial. Let it rest with 
me. Respectfully, A. K. Saaw. 


Regrets on Change. 


When the news of the death of Mr. Shaw 
was posted on the bulletin of the Board of 
Trade yesterday morning general regret was 
expressed. and when the cause became known 
brokers and speculators alike agreed that un- 
kind markets had driven their old comrade to 
death. “Andy” Shaw was popular with 
everybody on "Change. He knew everybody 
and was known to all as the wit of the board. 
He visited the trading hall Saturday and ex- 
changed remarks with many of his friends. 
Since the first of the year Mr. Shaw has not 
been an active trader, but for twenty-five 
years there had been no mose persistent spec- 
ulator in wheat on the floor. He did not en- 
gage in big jobs, but jogged along, making 
big winnings at times, but more frequently 
going down before the turns of the market. 
What his latest financial troubles were none 
of his family or intimates seemed to be able 
to tell. He had, however, of late told several 
persons he preferred to end his life. These 
threats were repeated to his son, Harry B. 
Shaw. who spoke to his father about them, 
but the latter always laughed away the re- 
ports, and said he had no intention of killing 
Some time ago he went to Califor- 
nia, where, it is said, he was much disap- 
pointed in regard to some “gold mine” 
property in which he was interested. 

S. G. Hooker, a retired Board of Trade 
man, No. 300 Webster avenue, said Mr. 
Shaw had visited him at his home several 
times lately. He appeared discouraged,” 
Mr. Hooker said. “The last time Ie nna 
he said he had been betrayed so often by 
manipulators that he was ready to quit. He 
told me one firm with which he did business: 
claimed he owed it $25,000, but he spoke io 
me of an accounting, as he believed ths firm 
really owed him money on account of his 
deals. I had known Mr. Shaw for over thirty 
years. I tried to cheer him up, but he was 
greatly discouraged,” 

Alexander K. Shaw was born in ‘Caledonia, 
N. V., fifty-nine yearfago. In 1860 he came 
to Chicago and traveled for Sherman Hall & 
Pope, then in the commission -business in 
South Water street. Later he went on 
Change and filled out his years asa specula- 
tor in grain. He leaves a wife and four cnil- 
dren, Harry B. Shaw, with F. G. Logan &

For the Second Time It Leaves the Supreme 
Court Declare@ Constitutional. 

_Conumsta, S. C., Oct. 8. —[Special. ]—For 
the second time Gov. Tiliman’s liquor law 
came out of the hands of the Supreme Court 
this evening completely rehabilitated. “ The 
City Council of Aiken vs. Holly and George 
was the title of the casein which Justices Pope.

GUATEMALA WILL UTTER NO PROTEST. 


Minister Arriaga Says, However, the New 
Tariff Will Seriously, Hart Trade. 

Wasuineron, D. C., Octy 8.—Minister Ar- 
riaga of Guatemala has been officially advised’ 
by the State Department here that the new 
tariff law terminates the reciprocity treaty 
between the United States and Guatemala and 
has ttansmitted the notification to his govern- 
ment. He has not as yet received any direc- 
tions as to he course Guatemala will pursue. 
He says, however, no protest or other step, 
similar to thease taken by Spain, Germany, 
and Brazil, is contemplated. 

„There will be no discrimination against 
the United States as a result of the change,“ 
said Senor Arrifga. ‘‘ Guatemala will merely 
reéstablish its old duties against the United 
States, which will piace this country on the 
same footing with other countries. It is my 

nal opinion the reciprocity treaty was 
neficial to both countries. Guatemala used 
immense quantities of bar bed wire made here 
It was admitted to Guatemala free of duty 
under ‘he reciprocity treaty. A!most all the 
agricultural implements used in Guatemala 
were also brought from the United States as 
they were made free of duty by the reciproci- 
ty treaty. Other classes of manufactured iron 
goods, such as railroad supplies, machinery, 
Ste., were also bought in large quantities by 
Guatemala under the reciprocity arrange- 


ment. 

„But,“ he added, it is not for Guatemala 
or any other southern country to do anything 
except acquiesce in the new American tariff. 
It should be borne in mind it was the United 
States which inaugurated the reciprocity 
policy. It took the first steps, and invited 
the Southern and Central American republics 
to enter into closer commercial arrange-

Officials Despair of Finding a Solution for, 
the Problems East-Bound Freight 
‘Tonnage Lighter=Rate-Cutting Does 
Not Stimulate Freight Shipments 
southern Pacifi¢ Retrenchment—Jenk 
ins Allows Northern Pacific Receivers 
to Issue $5,000,000 Certificates. 


Affairs of the immigrant clearing-house of 
the Western roads are in such an entangled 
condition that passenger officials despair of 
finding a solution for the many problems tu 
be solved. Af yesterday's meeting of the ad- 
visory committee the situation was fully dis- 
cussed, and it was found the most serious ob- 
stacle in the way of an adjustment of the 
existing difficulties is the action of the East- 
ern trunk. lines that at a recent meeting re- 
solved that the distribution of immigrant 
traffic which may be agreed upon by the 
Western Passenger Association lines, when 
properly advised by the Chairman of that as- 
sociation to the Chairman of the Immigrant 
Clearing-House committee, shall be respected 
as fully as practicable by the immigrant agent 
at Ellis Island, but that such distribution can- 
not be otherwise controlled by said associa- 
tion, nor shall any information as to immi- 
grant traffic be given, except through the 
regular monthly reports of the initial lines. 

The Western roads have a manager of the 
clearing-house at New York whose duty it is 
to make a proper division of the traffic be- 
tween the various roads. Under the action of 
the trunk liner the clearmg-house manager, 
Mr. Pratt, is debarred from making the di- 
vision and the Western roads are not inclined 
to trust the trunk lines with making the di- 
vision of the business for them. It was shown 
the trunk lines had made an agreement with 
the Western lines that the latter be allowed to 
divide the business themselves, and for this 
reason the action of the trunk lines was de- 
nounced as a breach of faith. The opinion 
was freely expressed that the trunk lines were 
animated by a spirit of revenge. It was 
claimed the aim and object of the Eastern 
roads was to compel the Western lines to re- 
frain from putting prepaid ticket orders in 
the Eastern market. The opinion was forti- 
fied by the receipt of a communication from 
Commissioner Farmer of the nger 
partment of the trunk lines stating that at a 
recent meeting the followmg resolution was 


Resolved, That Western lines placing their or- 
ders in trunk line territory is unwarranted, being 
coutrary to the exp wishes of this commit- 
tee and unnecessary, by reason of the full repre- 
sentation in tickets accorded them. The mem- 
bers, therefore, protest against such action and 
demand their withdrawal forthwith. 

Some of the Western roads would gladly 
withdraw their‘ticket orders from Eastern mar- 
kets, but others insist on keepmg them there, 
They say the Eastern roads are doing all they 
can to demoralize the Western rates by pay- 
ing street commissions in San Francisco and 
elsewhere, and they have no reason to find 
fault with the action of the Western roads. 

After an all-day’s discussion the Chairman 
was instructed to call the attention of 
Eastern trunk lines to the fact that the ar- 
rangements as regards immigrant traffic were 
by agreement, and nothing had occurred to 
cause ite violation. A conference is request- 
ed, and Eastern lines are asked to suspend the 
action they have taken and stand by the orig- 
inal agreement. 

If the Eastern lines refuse to comply with 
the request the prospects of a continuance of 
the immigrant clearing-house are exceedingly 
poor. The opinion is ex pressed that amicable 
relations between the Eastern and Western 
roads cannot be restored without a bitter con- 
flict. In its present crippled condition the 
Western Passenger Association cannot wage 
an effective fight and efforts are being made 
to bring about a complete reorganization of 
the association. 5 


EAST-BOUND TONNAGE IS LIGHTER. 


Rate-Catting Does Not Stimulate Freight 
Shipments, 

There was a decrease of over 3,000 tons in 
east-bound freight shipments by all-rail lines 
from Chicago last week. The week previous 
shippers looked for an advunce in rates on 
packing-house and provisions in accordance 
with the action taken by the managing officers 
of the roads and consequently hurried for- 
ward considerable freight to get the benefit 
of the low rates then prevailing. Butas the 
contracting agents ignored the action of the 
managers when the time for the advance in 
rates arrived, and continued to cut rates even 
worse than before, shippers held off, thinking 
they might get stili lower. rates hereafter, and 
this explains the decrease last week. 
The rate-cutting is quite serious and 
all efforts to stop it have thus 
far been of no avall. The percentages car- 
ried by the various roads are quite unequal, 
and show that some of the roads were more 
active than others, The Chicago and Grand 
Trunk leads the list with 19.8 per cent and 
the Wabash follows with 16 percent. The 
three Vanderbilt roads combined carried only 
a little oyer 21 per cent. The total ship- 
— — of flour, grain, and provisions from 
Chicago through to seaboard points and for 
export by the various Central Traffic Associa- 
tion roads for the week ending last Thursday 
amounted to 29,430 tons, against 32,615 
tons for the week previous and 27,212 tons 
for the corresponding week last year. Flour 
shipments last week were 2,177 tons, against 
1.766 tons last year; grain, 19,558 
tons, against 15,790 tons; provisions, 
7.695 tons, against 9,656 tons. The 
percentages carried by the various roads were 
as follows: Baltimore and Ohio, 11.1; Big 
Four, 6.3; Chicago and Erie, 7.6; Chicago 
and Grand Trunk, 19.8; Lake Shore, 7.5; 
Michigan Central, 7.8; Nickel Plate, 6.1; 
Pan Handle, 9.1; Fort Wayne, 8.7; Wabash, 
16. The total shipments of all kinds of 
freight, except live stock, coal, and iron 
from Chicago to through and local points in 
the East by the various east-bound rouds dur- 
ing the last week amounted to 55,400,tons, 
against 53.852 tons for the week previous, 
and 55,662 for the corresponding week last 
year. Thetonnage carried by the various 
roads was as follows: Michigan Central, 
3,806; Wabash, 7.815; Lake Shore, 5,200; 
Fort Wayne, 5,524; Pan Handle, 7,383; 
Baltimore and Ohio, 4,136; Grand Trunk, 
6,086; Nickel Plate, 5,491; Erie, 5,064; Big 
Four, 3,496. Shipments of all kinds of 
freight by lake lines from, Chicago to the 
East last week amounted to 74,223 tons, 
against 54,682 tons for the week previous. 


DECIDESIN FAVJRE OF THE RECEIVERS. 


Jenkins Allows Them to Issue 
$5,000,000 in Certificates.

LEASE WAS NOT MADE. 


NORTH SHORE STOOKHOLDERS TOOK 


NO DEFINITE AOTION. 


After Long Discussion a Committee Was 


Appointed to Further Consider the 
Matter—Annual Meeting of the Chicago 
Packing and Provision Companv- Divi- 
dende Deciared=Report of the Chicago 
General Railway—Beoming Stock Mar- 
ket— Sterling Advances. . 
The movement towards leasing the North 
Shore Electric railroad to the North Chicago 
Street railroad company was not definitely 
carried through yesterday. There seemed to 


‘be a hitch in the proceedings. A meeting of 


the stockholders of the North Shore Electric 
company was held in President Louderback’s 
office in the afternoon and was in session for 
a long time. No information was given out 
further than the following entirely indefinite 
statement: 
The North Chicago Street railroad com 

has given permission to the North Shore Electric 
to use their property at the limits barns to make 
connections. It is desirable that the North Shore 
Electric shall have this permission in some way 
made permanent. 


It transpires that the arrangement which 
has been proposed is to lease the North Shore 
Electric road to the North Chicago Electric 
company. The North Chicago Electric com- 
pany is a new wheel in street railway corpor- 
ate organizations. It is a company which 
was organized something over a year ago, and 
which was fitted out with offices under Mr. 
Yerkes’ direction last spring. The company 
has never done any work and has no lines. 
The indication is that. the arrangement that 
has been proposed is not altogether satisfactory 


to all the stockholders of the North Shore Elec- 
tric comnany. That arrangement rroposed to 
| guarantee the interest on the bonds and 6 per 
cent dividends on the stock. Under the influence 


of the announcement that the North Chicago 
company would do that the stock of the North 
Shore Electric company advanced from 70 to 


par. 

“There is getting to be more corporate wheels 
within wheels,” said a stockholder of the North 
Ckicagorailroad yestérday, “in the street railway 
situation here than you will find in a Waterbury 
watoh. The organization of these electric com- 
panies may be for good purposes, but the stock- 
holders of the cable lines are kept in ignorance 
of just what itis expected to accomplish Mr. 
Yerkes told the stockholders on the West Side a 
year ago that he did not believe in a multi- 
plicity (?) of corporations and he wanted to wipe 
out the separate company that owns the Van 
Buren. street ‘tunnel. Instead of doing

cable roads. There are two or three companies 
on the North Side and West Side that have been 
organized to build electric roads. It is some 
separate corporation that is building the big 
electric power-house at Roscoe street. And now 
this North Chicago Electric company, to which 
it is proposed lease to the North ‘electric, is 
another wheelin the complicated corporate 
machine. There are getting to be so many cor- 
ations that it will puzzle the stockhelder to 
lod just where he does stand and what obiiga- 
tions exist between the various companies, and 
the locating of any financia! leaks from one com- 
pany to anotber will be beyond detection. 

The annual meeting ot the stotkholders of the 
Chicago Packing and Provision com » which 
is the American corporation own e stock of 
the Chicago Packing and X on Company 
Limited. was held Lb penn s old board of 
directors was reé.ected, they subsequently 
reélected the old officers. No statement of earn- 
ings was given out, but the company declared a 
dividend to the English company sufficient to

HIGHWAYMEN HOLD UP A SALOON, 


Proprieter and Patrons Robbed of All the 
Money They Had. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Oct. 8.—A daring highway 
robbery took place last nignt at the saloon of 
Herman L. Feucht, No. 3601 Choteau ave- 
nue.

ENGINE GOES THROUGH A TRESTLE. 


Attempt ta Wreck a soo Train Reanita in 
the Death of the Fire man. 

Rurvetanper, Wis., Oct. 8.—The Boston 
Minneapolis Limited west on the Soo line, 
which leaves here at 1:40, went through a 
trestle last night between Heafford Junction 
and Bradley.

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CARDINAL GIBBONS ORITIOISED FOR 
DEORYING WOMAN SUFFRAGE. 


His Sermon in Baltimore Will Not Disturb 
the Work in Dlineis— Mrs. Flower Au- 
swers with Some Strong Opposing Views 
in Favor of the cause be. Smith Says 
the Cardinal Is Far Behind the Times in 
His Views - Separate Balicts for the 
Women Voters. 


Woman's work in the political field in IIII. 


nois will not be disturbed by the expressions 
in Cardinal Gibbons’ sermon at Baltimore 
Sunday. When the Cardinat declared women 
should not vote even if the right was granted 
them and was thankful such a right had not 
been conferred it is suspected here in Chicago 
his Eminence mereiy gave utterance to a 
stereotyped thought without considering 
its present import. At the headquarters of 
both the Woman’s Republican and Demo- 
cratic Campaign committees the sermon of 
the Cardinal was regarded as being of little 
moment, Some of the women who are in- 
terested in the present campaign, however, 
had their views. Especially was this true of 
the women candidates for University Trustee, 
Mrs. Lucy L. Flower and Dr. Julia Holmes 
Smith, Dr. Smith did not hesitate to criti- 
cise the Cardinal’s sermon and say that he 
was three centuries behind the age. Mrs. 
Flower said: 5 
A great deal that Cardinal Gibbons said is 
dou tless true, and if he believes what he said 
it is his duty to speak that way. Also, he has 
a right to his own opinion. What he said is 
in accordance with the belief of a great many 
people, but of course there are others who 
think differently. Suffragists, I may say, 
have not contended so much the question of 
what would happen if women were al!owed to 
vote as to declare their abstract right to do so. 
Women are intelligent beings and have an 
interest in the government as well as men. 
They certainly have a strong interest 
in educational matters, 1 certainly believe ir 
the sanctity and purity of the home. That I 
regard as the first concern of woman. 
But I do not see that voting will 
injure in the least the most re- 
fined woman. Under the circumstances I 
consider it a woman’s duty to tote. She can 
think over educational questions and govern- 
mental ones for that matter whilelgocking the 
cradie as well as she can think of social 
itis not necessary for her to leave 
her home in rder to think «ua so far as the 
actual casting of the ballot is concerned that 
involves no greater exposure to the world 
than visiting a dry goods store or riding on a 
street car, ‘lo deposit a ballot is the work of 
only a 1ew moments and in the performance 
of the duty privacy is had. There isa polling 
piace over at the Virginia, Hotel. I cannot 
see but that gomg over there and casting 
a ballot is as simple and harmiess aa 
oing in the other direction to make a call, 
f am not prepared to say whether woman 
will have more influence in bringing about 
good government by voting than by declining 
to do so. That is yet to be demonstrated. 
We all have our beliefs, however. Stili so far 
as the situation in Illinois is concerned it is 
not a question of getting the right to vote. 
We already have it t is now a question of 
howto vote. The franchise has been given 
us, A new duty has been assigned us and 
every intelligent woinan should vote in order 
to counteract any influence of women not per- 
haps so well qualified. But there is no scram- 
ble for office in this campaign so far as wom- 


en are concerned. It is purely an educational 


matter and good will conie of it. 
ö Cardinal Behind the Times. 

Jam sorry,” said Dr. Smith, that 
Cardinal Gibbons should have given utter- 
ance to any such expression. Why, this move- 
ment means more than a vote. It means the 
advancement of women. The Cardinal’s 
idea, if carried out, would lead us back to the 
sixteenth century. However, what he had to 
say will have no influeuce beyond his own 
communion. It is but a wave on the ocean. 
Less than that even, itis but a breath of man. 
I am an Episcopalian—a member of a branch 
of the Catholic Church—and it comes hard to 
criticise the Cardinal. I do not like to 
say he is behind the times, but he is. 
He has not caught the spirit of the 
age, and to that extent he is not up to 
the spirit of the Cathoiic Church. The latter 
has tended to ingraft modern thougat and so 
make that modern thought a servant of. the 
church. It seems to me if the Cardinal had 
thought at all he would never have spoken as 
he did. A man in his positon speaks ex 
cathedra, and the church has always demand- 
ed of women and has received from women 
the most heroic exercise of all the powers 
which God has given to her, and at this pe- 
riod the church and State combined demand 
of woman her best. not necessarily at the bal- 
lot box but in all departments of life. Now. 
if woman finds that in this service to the 
church and government she can be of the most 
avail in securing yotes it behooves her to do 
her best, however narrow the field. . 

„No word Cardinal Gibbons has said can 
be applied to women in Illinois, because the 
church has always been a pioneer in matters 
ot education. The story of the first eiuea- 
tional institution in Illinois is the story of 
Catholic interests im early settlers of the 
State. It goes without saying that the Cath- 
olie Church will be profoundly interested ip 
all that pertains to the development of such 
interest at this period. I think I can safely 
say the women cand'fates in this campaign 
are without persone Em bition. Their inter- 
ests are exclusively in the advancement of 
the State University. As to tne work women 
are doing here there is no interference what- 
ever with home obligations, In a general 
way the effect of the campaign will be good 
Instead of reading nove.s, newspaper serials, 
and ore-cent magazines women will be found 
studying what will be for the best interest of 
their children, their homes, and their coun- 
try. 

1 Will Have No Effect. 

Catherine Waugh McCulloch, who originally 
suggested that the politicui parties shoul 
nominate a woman, was of the opinion that 
Cardinal Gibbons was far behind the times 
and also illogical. The men who are pre- 
sumed to be so bad are themselves husbands, 
ano brothers, and fathers. Mrs. McCulloch 
said: 

As to politics debasing women, the women 
who would go to the polis would only be tora 
short time near the so-called debased, and yet 
every one of this debased class has a wife, 
mother, sister, or daughter who must asso- 
ciate with him year in and E out. It she 
can endure him for years be cannot harm 
others much in a few minutes. When men go 
to the polls they are no more debased or de- 
basing than when they go toa store. 

However Cardinal Gibboris may think, the 
Catholic authorities of the Archdiocese of 
Chicago will not follow his lead concerning 
woman suffrege. Catholic. women of Chica- 
go will not be requested not to vote. Cban- 
ceilor Muldoon, whe represents Archbishop 
Feehan during his absence, says no pronounce- 
ment on this subject will be made, and that 
no Cathohe woman would be censured for 
voting pr taking any part in politics.

TRUMBULL ON SILVER. 
In the course of his speech last Saturday 


night Judge Trumbull said: 

I had supposed that these States were made 
free and independent and absolved from all alle- 
giance to the British crown more than a hundred 
years ago, but*in this it seems I was mistaken, 
and that ther are those among us who think 
that Congress should not proceed-to perform its 
constitutional duty by coining money and regu- 
lating the value thereof without the codperation 
of Great Britain. Let those whorthink so crook 
the pliant hinges of the knee to the money power 
of England. I. for one, acknowledge no such al- 
legiancp, but believe it the duty of Congress to 
act indBvwendently and establish the value of coin 
as it existed prior to 1873, when silver was de- 
monetized. 

Unless better informed, his hearers must 
have gone away believing that Congress had 
stopped coining money and regulating its 
vue because Great Britain objected. Why 
did not the speaker state that money is being 
coined uninterruptedly without the consent 
or cudéperation of Great Britain? What he 


should have said was that the United States 
after putting in circulation about $600,000,- 
000 of silver, which has not been demonetized, 
had suspended the coinage of siiver at the 
ratio of 16 to 1 for reasons which satisfied an 
overwhelming majority of the people of this 


country. He should have said also that 


Eurovean nations have suspended likewise the 


coinage of silver at their ratio of 155 to 1. 


but still have in circujation $1,500,000,000 


of silver which has not been and will not be 
demonetized. No more silver is coined be- 
cause it ig not deemed safe to do so, 

There is a pretty general belief, however, 
that if the United States, England, and the 
other leading nations of Europe were to agree 
On a ratio and then throw open their mints to 
the. free coinage of silver the bullion 
value of the latter would rise to the level of 
the agreed ratio and that therefore the throw- 
ing open of the mints would injure no one, 
and would be a general benefit.. Internation- 
al conferences have been held for the.purpose 
of trying to secure such an agreement. At 
such times neither Judge Trumbull nor any 
one else charged those who favored an inter- 
national agreement with crooking the pliant 
hinges of the knee to England or with being 
subservient to the Latin Union or asking the 
consent of Germany or Austria to coin 
money. 

It has been suggested that an international 
agreement should be made which not only 
fixed a ratio and provided for free coinage 
but which amplified the scheme of the Latin 
Union, and gave to the coinage of each coun- 
try the legal tender quality in the others, 
This would be a convenience but not a neces- 
sity. If the bullion value of silver rose to the 
ratio agreed upon then when the silver coins 
of the United States were sent abroadin pay. 
ment of balances they would not be looked o 
as merchandise worth only what could be got 
for them in gold when shipped back here, 
but would be viewed precisely as gold coins 
are. 

Judge Trumbull ignores calmly this whole 
question of an international agreement and 


| what it is desired to secure thereby, but says 


that if the United States does not, regardless 
of what other nations may do, throw open its 
mints to the free coinage of silver it will be 
evident that this country is not free and in- 
dependent but is subject to the British crown. 
This may please weaklings but it must disgust 
intelligent men. The United States is urged 
to throw open its mints to silver at the ratio 
of 16 to 1. The result would be the abandon- 
ment of the gold standard which this country 
has always had and its replatement by the 
fluctuatmg inferior silver standard. Then 
Great Britain and the rest of Europe would 
have one standard and the United States 
another, . That might make Judge Trum- 
bull’s heart swell with pride, but what differ- 
ence would it make to the bold, bad Britisher? 
Great Britain took from the United States 
last year about $400,000,000 worth of pro- 
visions, breadstuffs, petroleum, cotton, etc. 
The value of all these commodities was reck- 
oned in termsof gold. This country took 
from Great Britain $150,000,000 worth of 
goods. The value fixed on those goods by 
their producers was a gold one. If either 
country sent the other any silver it was reck. 
oned not at its nominal coinage value but at 
its value iu gold. Even in dealings had by 
this country with free silver nations every- 
thing is reckoned in terms of gold. 
Gold is the standard of international trade. 


As long as this country is engaged in that sort 


of trade it has to be bound by its rules and 
regulations no matter what a Congress may 
prescribe, It was bound by them while irre- 
deemable depreciated paper money was in 
use. Home transactions were reckoned in 
paper but foreign on in gold. If the United 
States were to drop to the monometallic sil- 
ver basis and be on the same plane with Mexi- 
co all its dealings with foreign countries 
would be on the gold basis still as are those of 
Mexico, 

Then what would the United States gain by 
adopting Judge Trumbull’s odd plan of show- 
ing its independence? It has one standard 
now for all purposes. Then it would have 
two—one for home and one for foreign use. 
For international trade its currency would 
have to be translated into goid values, and as 
its currency would be fluctuating always it 
would be subjected to an extra discount by 
foreigners as an insurance against loss, When 
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In his own home, within the four walls 
his castle, Judge Trumbull can do as 
pleases, but when he goes to other people's 
houses he has to conform to the manners and 
customs of society. So itis with the United 
States. It can use any kind of currency: at 
home, from gold to fiat. It can call day night 
or night day if it pleases. It can say there are 
sixty days in the month and twenty-four 
months in the year. But when it is dealing 


with other nations it has to conform to the 


customary method of doing business. If it 
refuses it must quit doing business. ; 
There was atime when Senator Trumbull 
understood all this. He knew it perfectly 
during his eighteen years of Senatorial . serv- 
ice, During the war he did not insist on the 
coinage of silver which he says now is a con- 
stitutional duty, nor did he believe that 
because the United States called a 
piece of paper a dollar foreign nations 
would treat it as if it were a gold dollar. 
What reason has he for believing they will 
accept now as the equivalent of a gold dollar 


a silver one worth intrinsically only 50 cents 


and not kept at gold par? He knew better 
once, It is painful to see a man who was a 
wise, safe leader of the people once endea vor- 
ing to mislead them now by suppressigqns of 
facts, by false reasoning, and by pitiful ap- 
peals to prejudice and passion. 


CHAIRMAN WILSON’S SPEECH. 

At the time Chairman Wilson made his 
speech at the Chamber of Commerce dinner 
in London a brief summary of it was tele- 
graphed to this country. The full text of 
that speech, as given in the London Times, 
shows that the abstract was substantially a 
correct one. He said: 


While it would be an exaggeration of language 
to say that the tariff bill which became law a 
month ago is in itself the overthrow of that sys- 
tem, it marks the first and the most difficult step 
in the revolution which will go forward from 
this time by its own impetus. 

He did not hesitate to tell the Englishmen, 


as he had ready told the Americans, that tha 


campaign against protection is not to be 
abandoned and that what Congress has done 
is but a step. He said also: 

We tariff reformers have been tearing down the 
fences which the protectionists have put up to 
keep Great Britain out of America, but we have 
done so in order to compete with you and with 
other nations. 

The men to whom he spoke know very well 
what employers and employés of this country 
must do if they are to compete successfuily 
with the manufacturers of Great, Britain. It is 
well that Americans should know it also. If the 
manufacturers of this country are to sell 
goods in the home market, which the Demo- 
crats intend to throw open, they must sell 
them as cheaply as the goods made in En- 
gland are sold. Cheapness rules the buyer. 
Even Judge Trumbull, who wants this coun- 
try to abandon the gold standard to show its in- 
dependence of the British crown, would 
not buy an American fabric if it cost 5 cents 
a yard more than the competing foreign ar- 
ticle, : 

If the American manufacturers are to com- 
pete with their English rivals in English mar- 
kets or in South America or Asia or Africa or 
Europe, they must offer their goods as cheap- 
ly as their rivals do. They can do that, but 
it calls for sacrifices. Producers of raw ma- 
terials must take less. Railroads must charge 
less for transportation. Capital must ask 
less interest on money loaned. And, more 
serious than all else, the employé must take 
lower wages. Then his purchasmg power 
being lessened the farmer must take less for 
his products or he will be unabie to dispose 
of them. 

There was one point which Mr. Wilson did 
not touch on, but which must have occurred 
at once to his hearers. If by virtue of these 
reductions the United States bids fair to be a 
successful competitor with Great Britain in 
the markets of the worid, the manufacturers 
of that country will not give up the battle and 
admit that England’s manufacturing suprem- 
acy isatanend. They have too much of the 
bulidog about them for that. They will re- 
dues their prices. That is to say they will re- 
duce wages. Thon the Americans must fol- 
low suit orown up that they are whipped. 
What they will do will be to show their em- 
ployés the necessity for a further wage re- 
duction. 

Industrial prize-fighte like those of the kind 
to which Mr. Wilson and the Dem ocrats have 
challenged the world are not settled in one 
wound. They are kept up till one contestant 
is Clean knocked out and the other is pretty 
nearly exhausted. It is probable that the 
United States would finally come out a head 
in such a contest, but at what a cost. Victory, 
if secured, would not be attained until 
the wortingmen’s wages had been forced 
down about to the starvation point. Mr. 
Wilson isa theorist. The persons he ad- 
dressed were practical men, who can see 
much farther into the future than he can and 
who do not admit the truth of the statement 
he made to them that if the United States 
does take up that distinguished position 
which seems to be hers, there is enough trade 
in the world for her and for you.” They in-

Two years azo many of these 
men, influenced in part by Mr. Hopkins, who 
lived down there, voted against protection 
and tor sharper competition on the part of the 
half-pauperized laborers of Europe. They 
got increased competition. It cut down their 
wages, It was the cause of their unsuccessful 
strike. 

These men and the others working at Pull- 
man are being asked to vote for Democratic 
candidates this fall. Some of the Repub- 
lican nominees called on them to warn them 
that if the plans of Messrs. MacVeagh and 
Wilson were carried out protection would be 
reduced still more and there would be neces- 
sarily another cut in wages. Their attention 
was called to the fact that Mr. Pullman will 
not pay for the making of cart more than the 
market rate of wages, and that if they force 
down the seiling price of cars still more they 
must expect lower wages. Whether these ar- 
guments did any good the votes cast on the 
6th of November will teil,

DEATH OF OLIVER WENDELL HOLMES. 


To thousands of persons+throughout. the 


country whose lives have been made bappier 
by him, to the thousands who have enjoyed 
his prose and verse from the purely literary 
point of view, and to the long list of those in 
the medical profession who have profited by 
his scientific knowledge, the death of Dr. Oli- 
ver Wendell Holmes will come with the dis- 
tinct feeling of a personal loss, His death, 
Uke his life, was an ideal one. He had lived 
a long lifetime of healthy pleasure, of genial 
companionships, and of national fame. 
Much as he enjoyed life he was ready to die 
when the time came, for he was ‘“‘the last 
leaf’? of that remarkable literary circle of 
which Massachusetts was so proud, and he 
died with pleasant and kindly last words to 
those who were the nearest and dearest to 
him. 

One after the other Thoreau, Hawthorne, 
Emerson, Longfellow, Agassiz, Motley, Park- 
man, Lowell, Margaret Fuller, Whittier, 
Aleott, and others had passed away, and he 
was left alone of all this goodly company 
which has done so much to enrich American 
literature. Of his classmates one still sur- 
vives, Dr. Furniss of Philadelphia, who is in 
the nineties, but he is more famous in the 
pulpit than: asa writer. Dr. Holmes was lit- 
erally the last leaf of the Cambridge and 
Concord circle, but, though one after the 
other departed until he was left alone, he 
never lost the graces of his genial life nor felt 
any abatementin the joy of living himself 
and adding to the joys of others. It was bet- 
ter to him to have lived than not to have 
lived and it was better for all of us that he 
did live and was able to the very last to pre- 
serve his faculties undimmed and every now 
and then to send outa note of joy from his 
cottage at beautiful Beverly Farms by the 
sea. 

Dr. Holmes is better known to the world by 
hig prose and poetry than by his contribu- 
tious to medical science, and yet, as Presi- 
There are 3,000 men scat- 
tered throughout New England who will re- 
member Dr. Holmes throughout their lives 
and transmit to their children the memory of 
him as a teacher of “exact science” so great 
a pleasure was it to have attended his lectures 
and witnessed his demonstrations. The mem- 
ories of these will be cherished in his profes- 
sion, but his fame in the world will rest with 
the prose and verse which he has contributed 
for its edification. It is questionable whether 
his three stories, ‘‘ Elsie Venner,’’ The 
Guardian Angel,” and “A Mortal Antipa- 
tuy,“ will live, but “The Autocrat,” The 
Professor, and The Poet at the Breakfast 
Table,“ and the later Over the Tea Cups 
will atways remain his prose masterpieces 
and will not be given up. They were a nov- 
elty in American literature and they still re- 
main without a peer for exquisite sentiment, 
genial humor commingled with pathos, which, 
according to Thackeray, isa part of humor, 
bright wit and satire, and delightful little 
lyrics scattered through them. Since the 
Noctes Ambrosiaum nothing more delght- 
ful of this kind of fugitive, desultory, and 
yet compact, thoughtful writing has ap- 
peared, Mr. George William Curtis essayed 
the same style in his Potiphar Papers and 
“Prue and I,”’ but, charming as they are, 
they lack that wide range of topics, the poet- 
ical gift, and the agreeable and unique per- 
sonality that pervade the Holmes works, 

Dr. Holmes, however, will be principally re- 
membered as a poet, unique and beautiful as 
was his prose series at the Breakfast Table. 
Had he written nothing else, The Chambered 
Nautilus, “The Last Leaf, “The One- 
Hoss Shay, Old Ironsides,“ and The 
Boys, would have made him famous. Ameri- 
can poetry contains no more beautifgi verse 
than the lest one of The Chambered Nauti- 
lus ”’ 


Build thee more stately mansions, O my soul,

Let each new temple, statelier than the last. 
Shut thee from heaven with a dome more vast,

And yet was poetical sentiment ever brought 
out more delicately in prése than in the de- 
scription of the professor's last walk with the 


schoo! mistress: 

“I felt very weak, indeed (though of a toler- 
ably robust habit), as we came opposite the head 
of this path on that morning. I think 1 tried to 
speak twice without making myself audible. At 
Jast I got out the question: Will you take the 
lung path with me?" ‘Certainly,’ said the school- 
mistress; with much pieasure.’ Think, I said, 
‘before your answer. If you take the long path 
with me now. I shall interpret it that we are to 
part no more!’ The schoolmistress stepped back 
with a sudden movement, as if an arrow had 
struck her. 
as seats was hard by—the one you may still see 
close by the Gingko tree, Pray sit down,’ I said. 
‘No, no,’ she answered softly. ‘I will walk the 
long path with you!“ 

But whether considered as prose writer or 
poet, and without inquirmg teo curiously 
whether this or that work will live, the charm 
of Dr. Holmes was his rare and refined hu- 
mor, which ran the entire gamut from laugh- 
ter to tears and sometimes mingled both. 
Thus his life and his work were sources of 
joy which made other persons’ lives happier 
and better. Such a man can never utterly 
die. He has left an immortal heritage.‘ His 
philosophy is worth more than that of all che 
Dryasdusts and his doctrine is more livable 
than those of the dogmatists. He diffused 
sunshine all about him and it radiated from 
him at the very last. The world was better 
and more beautiful because he lived in it. 


THE LAST TRIBUTE TO PROF. SWING. 
The last sad tribute of respect and admura- 


tion has been paid to the memory of David 
Swing in the hall where he had so long min- 
istered to thousands of people and where he 
had inculeated his doctrine of sweetness and 
light, illuminated by the refinement and gra 
ciousness of his own personality. The serv- 
ices were of a character eminently befitting 
the occasion, and the funeral sermon 
preached by Dr. Barrows was an eloquent 
tribute to his friend and former associate in 
the pulpit, The most conspicuous feature of 
the occasion. however, was the large number 
of clergymen gathered together on the plat- 
form, representing many denominations, 
some of them in sympathy with Prof, Swing’s 
theological views, but many others not, and 
yet ali came together to pay their tribute to 
his memory. 

All this goes to show that there is sdmething 
stronger than dogma in this world, and that 
the man-made science of theology is of little 
account in the presence of death. Even 
though a man be accounted a heretic, 
there is probably a feelmg of increased re- 
spect for him when it is considered that he 
has passed into that far-off country where the 
departed are not troubled with theological 
doctrines and where all the mysteries of life 
and death which are so puzzling here are clear 
to him. It goes to show also that modesty, 
refinement, and beauty of life, gentleness of 
Gisposition, uprightness of character, and 


| purity of taste are higher attributes than the 
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One of the long granite blocks used 


of God in language more lucid and melodious 
than his? His *‘ truths for today are traths for 
the twentieth century, and his “m-stives of life” 


| are more lasting than Karnac and the pyramids. 
Though his greatness was literary and ethical 
rather than theological, still he has influenced 


the popular.creeds more than many theologians. 

It is doubtful whether the Central Church 
can long survive his passing away. 
ception was unique and came of a peculiar 
emergency. Its ministrations were unique, 
for they were pervaded with Prof. Swing’s 
unique personality. It is doubtful whether 
any one can quite fill his place. He will have 
to be a man of rare courage to undertake it 
in a spot every memory and association of 
which are connected with the dead preacher. 
But whether the place shall be filled or not 
Prof. Swing’s work will remain in the minds 
and hearts of those who have loved him and 
who clung to him through all his troubles. It 
is equally problematics.l whether the proposed 
memorial chapel at the university can ever 
be accomplished. If it can, however, it will 
be a beautiful and appropriate tribute to his 
memory.

Prof. David Swing died at his home in Chicago 
the evening of Oct. 3, 1804, at the age of 64 
years. The university deeply mourns his loss. 
He became a member of the board in 1889, and 
continued in its service from that time to the day 
of his death. It is pleasing to recall that his 
connection with it was a source of gratification 
to him and that he was wont to refer to th: 
university as his academic home. He chorished 
its interests and sought to promote its welfare. 
The university revores his memory as one of its 
most honored servants, a most accomplished 
scholar, a lover of literature, of art, of music. 
and of all learning, a friend of humanity, whose 
gentie heart sympathized with human sorrow 
and found its greatest pleasure in ministering to 
human need and in prociaiming the Fatherhood 
of God and the Brotherhood of Man.

NO BREAK IN STEEL RAIL POOL 


All un Will Stay in and Prices Will Be 
Maintained. 

Prrresvre, Pa., Oct. 8.— [Special. — Prices 
for steel rails will not be reduced, nor will the 
present combination af steel rail interests be 
destroyed. This was affirmatively established 
at the last meeting of the pool. The combi- 
nation will also be continued. This was the 
authoritative statement of a member of the 
Carnegie Steel company, limited. It has been 
well known among buyers that dissensions 
existed and that the pool was apt to collapse, 
even prior to the cessation of the agreement, 
but any rumor to this effect lacks 
authority. It was asserted that the 
Lackawanna Iron and Steel company, 
with a capitalization of $3,500,000 and a 
capacity of 113.500 tons of steel rails per 
month, had withdrawn from the IJ. Then 
followed the announcement that Pennsyl- 
varia Steel company intended to operate its 
Sparrows Point, Md., mill without regard to 
the combination. Buyers further promul- 
gated the story that the IIlinois Steel com- 
pany was unwilling to enter into the com- 
pact. This was officially denied from Chi- 
eago. The Pueblo miil, although built as a 
steel billet mill, has construc a steel rail 
plant and has secured many local orders, yet 
these contracts are not considered by t 
main trunk lines which govern the allotments. 

e new Youngstown plant was built fora 
billet mill, and so far has not constructed a 
rail annex.

HENNEPIN OANAL I8 BEING PUSHED. 


Gevernment Confirms Contracts on the 
Second Section of the Great Ditch. 

Pruiceron, III., Oct. 8.—[Special.]}—The 
government today confirmed the contracts 
for the second section of four miles of the 
Hennepin Canal, and tomorrow the con- 
tractors will put nearly 1,000 men at work. 
The first and fourth miles of this section were 
let to William Callahan of Omaha. /The price 
for the first mile will be 4.95 cents a cubic 
foot and for the fourth 6.95, The second mile 
was given to James Carroll of St. Louis at 6 
cents and the third mile to Kennefic & Strong of 
Riverside, III., at 6.75 cents a cubic foot. 
The price in reality is much larger than it ap- 
pears, for the contractors will be paid for the 
work both ways—that is, both the excavations 
and embankments will be W The 
making of the exca vation lock fpunda- 
tions of Lock No. 5 was By to Coyle 2 Me- 
Idle of Marseilles, III., for $8,010; No 6 to 
the Heidman company. of Chicago for 
$9,958; No. 7 to the sante firm for $8,913. 
The total amount of the contracts let 
on this section will aggregate $150,- 
000. The government today put 200 
men at work layi a government 
reilroad along the right of way of the canal. 
The railroad will for the present be seven 
miles in length and will be gradually extend- 
ed as the work progresses. Nearly 1,000 
men are already at work on the first section 
of four miles and on the construction of em- 
bankments and excavations. From Spring 
Lake west the embankments on both sides 
have been thrown up to grade. This district 
lies in low land, a few feet above the Illinois 
River, and a vigorous effort is being made to 
complete it before Dec. I. Just south of 
Bureau a large part of the high bluff is being 
cut down to make room forthe canal. Heavy 
rains of two and three weeks ago for a time 
made the soil of the first mile hard to work, 
and the construction was retarded somewhat. 
Excavations have » been made in the 
center of the canal for the purpose 
of obtaining earth ~ the embankments, but 
it is now necessary et what is needed for 
this purpose — *. of the right of way, as 
the center of the canal in these piaces contains 
several feet of water. The north embank-

TRIED KRAG-JORGENSEN RIFLES. 


Successful Test of New Weapens at the 
Preliminary Army Shoot. 

The principal feature in the preliminary 
army shoot at Fort Sheridan yesterday was a 
trialof the new Krag-Jorgensen 30-caliber 
rifle in skirmish firing. It was the first test 
made of the gun on any range in that style of 
shooting and considerable interest was mat- 
Hested by army men in the results. The 
scores made were up to the average of those 
made with the old style Springfieid weap- 
on, and, considering the weather, 
which was unfavorable for target 
practice, makes the trial a successful one. 
The best score made was that of Private John 
Dillon, D Company, Fifteenth Infantry. His 
average for the run was 123 hits. Sergt. E. 
Myers, C Company, Fifteenth Infantry, made 
a record of 87. 

But little interest was manifested in the 
reguiar infantry skirmishing. Twelve runs 
of pine men each were made, and none of the 
scores were above the average.

New York, Oct. 8.—[Special.]—The Niaga- 
ra Fire Insurance company of New York is 
reported to be on the eve of decided changes.
